The Proprietors of the RALEIGH 
News, to whom the contract for the 
Public Printing was awarded at the 
last session of the Legislature, have 
deemed it unnecessary to pay much 
attention to the charges that have 
been constantly made against them 
from a certain quarter, from the day 
they became State Printers until the 
present time. Occasionally, duty to 
ourselves, to our friends, and to the 
party to which we belong has im- 
pelled us to make a positive answer 
to specific charges, but in doing so we 
have been careful not to make any 
attack upon individuals—contenting 
ourselves with a positive and explicit 
denial, in such Janguage as we 
theught the occasion demanded at 
our hands. 

We are averse to newspaper quar- 
rels, especially with papers profess- 
ing the same political faith with our- 
selves. If there are matters of politi- 
cal grievance among Conservatives, 
they should be settled by the party 
in caucus, and such settlement should 
be abided by in good faith by all 
concerned. We think it bad policy, 
as well as bad taste, for Conseruative 
newspapers to keep up a constant 
wrangling and strife in their col- 
umns.

Even if the same money 
ought to be replaced to the credit of 
that fund, which we deny, it is alto- 
gether impossible for the money raised 
under the Revenue Act to be so ap- 
propriated, for Judge Bonp will not 
act in defiance of the Constitution of 
North Carolina; this much we can 
safely assume, 

Now Art. 5, Sec. 8, of the Constitu- 
tion reads: ‘‘ Every Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, levying a tax, shall 
state the special object to which it is 
to be applied, and it shall be applied 
to no other purpose.” 

And the Revenue Act, sec. 3, states 
‘“‘that the taxes hereinafter desig- 
nated shall be applied to defray the 
expenses of the State Government 
and to pay appropriations for chari- 
table and penal institutions.’ 
money so raised can be applied to no 
other purpose. 

Judge Bond will not order that the 
Constitution shall be violated in this 
respect, even at Mr. Self’s instance. 
And again by see. 3, art. 14. 
money shall be drawn from the 
Treasury but in consequence of ap- 
propriations made by law.” 

Judge Bond will hardly undertake 

to make an appropriation of money 
raised by a special tax for the ex- 
penses of the State Government of 
North Carolina. This can only be 
done by the Legislature. And even 
the Legislature is powerless under 
the Constitution to apply this mouey 
to any other object than the expenses 
of the State Government. 
For these reasons it is apparent 
that the relief prayed for cannot be 
granted—and the Court taking notice 
of this will probably dismiss the suit 
without any discussion of the valid- 
ity of the Special Tax Bonds.

ative, no one may foretell what ac- 
tion a Circuit Court may take, or 
what position it may assume on Con- 
atitutional questions, yet, if prece- 
dent and authority are to govern 
Judge Bond’s action, this suit can 
hardly stand in his court. 

In the case of Chisolm against the 
State of Georgia in 1792, it was deci- 
ded thata State was suable in the 
Supreme Court of the United States— 
while no one ever contended that a 
State was suable in a Cireuit Court. 
Because of this decision, the Consti- 
tution of the United States was im- 
mediately amended in these terms: 
** Phe Judicial power of the United 
States shall not be construed to ex- 
tend to any suit commenced or pros-. 
ecuted against one of the United 
States,’”’ &c. And in the case of the 
Governor vs. Madrazo, 1 Peters, p. 
123, the Supreme Court of the United 
States decides ‘‘ that where the officer 
representing the State is sued not by 
his name, but by the style of his. 
office, and the claim made upon him 
is entirely in his official character, 
the State itself may be considered as 
@ party to the record—and if a party 
to the record, the suit, if maintainable 
at all, must be brought in the Su- 
preme Court.”

_The Particalars ot the Capture of 
the Virgiuius—The Protest of Cape 
tain Fry—The Slaughter of the 
Prisoners. 


A Kingston (Jamaica) dispatch, 
under date of the 10th inst., gives 
the full particuiars of the capture of 
the Virginius aud the murder of the 
prisoners, from which we make the 
tollowing extracts: 

Captain McArthur, of the British 
schooner Brilliant, which left Santi- 
ago on the evening of the 5th, reports 
that just before the Virginius was 
captured Varona advised the firing 
of the powder magazine and

following account : 


CAPT. M’AUTHUR’S ACCOUNT OF THE 
EXECUTIONS. 


On the morning of the 5th they 
were removed to the place of execu- 
tion, about a mile from the jail. The 
wed victims oa surrounded by a 
strong escort of Spanish soldiers. Va- 
rona and Ryan, ated collected, 
marched amidst the yells and voeif- 
erations of the infuriated Spanish 
rabble. Arrived at the place of exe- 
eution, es and Jesus del Sol 
were forced to kneel, in which posi- 
tion they were shot in the back. 

The soldiers next directed Ryan and 
Varona to kneel in the same way, but 
they refused, and were seized and 
thrown down, being handcuffed all 
the time. The two victims begged 
their tormentors to allow them to die 
standing, and, having offered further 
resistance, they were murdered stand- 


jing. Ryan was not instantly killed. 


A Spanish officer then stepped for- 
ward and thrust his sword through 
Ryan’s heart. Varona died easily. 
Then down came upon the still warm 
corpses {the bloodthirsty mob, who 
severed the heads from the bodies 
placed them on pikes, and marched 
with them through the city. 


A PLEA FOR MERCY REFUSED. 


Fifteen officers of the Spanish ar- 
my who had been made prisoners on 
the battle-field by Varona, were pre- 
sent when he landed, and they went 
to the Governor of the Mgr beg- 
ged that his life should spared, 
since he had given them theirs. This 
was refused, 
The foreign vessels in port at San- 
tingo were prevented from leaving in 
order to prevent the circulation of the 
news. The Spaniards also took pos- 
session of the telegraphs, and would 
not allow any person to communicate 
through thein, even the foreign con- 
suls. 
A DEMAND FROMS THE AMERICAN 
CONSUL. 
The American Vice Consul, on 
hearing that Ryan was to be shot, 
waited on the Governor and demand- 
ed his restoration as an American 
citizen; but the Governor refused to 
listen on the ground that the Consul 
was not well informed in regard to 
the matter. The Spaniards informed 
the Consuls that they were acting on 
their own responsibility, and did not 
even intend communicating with 
Madrid, 

Aniong the Cuban captives were a 
son of Gen. Quesada, aged sixieen, 
and two other boys, twelve and fif- 
teen years old. There were also 
twelve Jamaicans on board the Vir- 
ginius, twoof whom were boys of 
fourteen years of age. 

The declaration and protest of Capt. 
Joseph Fry before the United States 
vice counsul, after being sentenced to 
death, was in substance as follows : 

“That he was the master of the 
American steamer Virginius, which 
had all her papers in complete order, 
especially the register of the steamer, 
crew list and articles, passenger list, 
clearance from Kingston, as also dis- 
patch from the custom-house, ete. 
Sailed on the 23d of Qetober, 1873, 
with all his crew and about 108 pas- 
sengers; after a few hours at sea 
sprung aleak, and put into Port Hay- 
tien for repairs ; sailed from the port 
Cuimit, of that island, on the 30th 
day of October, and, while between 
the islands of Cuba and Jamaica, 
about 20 miles or more from Cuba, 
was chastened by a steamer, and 
overtakan and captured 18 miles 
north of Morrant Point, east end of 
the island of Jamaica, about ten 
o’clock at night, the Spanish vessel 
previously firing several shots over 
the Virginius and compelling them 
to surrender. The steamer was then 
taken possession of by a boarding of- 
ficer, who stated that he did so on his 
own responsibility, knowing her to 
be an American vessel and under the 
protection of the flag of the United 
States of America. ‘The master, Jos- 
eph Fry, with the crew and passen- 
gers, were placed under guard, and 
all brought into the port of Santiago 
de Cuba on the Ist day of November. 

‘‘On the evening of the same day, 
after having delivered over all the 
papers belonging to the Virginius, he 
was refused permission to apply to 
his consul for aid and protection, and 
this was only granted him after being 
eondemned to death with the major 
part of his crew, under no Known 
public law or pretext; and, as Cap- 
tain Fry was hurried io make his 
preparations for death, he couid make 
no further statement, but declares 
that the foregoing is his true declara- 
tion, Which he signed in jail at two 
o'clock on the 7th of November,1875, 
two hours previous to his execution.”’ 

This protest was approved by seve- 
ral of the foreign consuls,with whom 
Mr. Schmitt advised. But his Ex- 
cellency, Governor Burriel, was high- 
ly incensed at the consul’s action, 
and informed him he had demanded 
the revocation of his exequatur. 

Forty-six hands were suspended 
from the Gosport. Navy Yard Thurs-
